missed. 

UNFINISHED WAR 

He noted that the Labour Party 
was holding its political debate in 
conditions of an unfinished war. 

In summing up the foreign policy 
and security debate, Mr. Galili said 
there was no possibility of guaran- 
teeing war would not be renewed. 
He warned: “The massive Soviet 
airlift of arms to Egypt is now 
unloading the lastest equipment, 
the nature of which we do not yet 
know.”

Different emphases in debate

TEL AVIV.—The convention's brief 
debate last night on foreign and 
defence policy was almost evenly 
sprinkled with known “doves” and 
“hawks'' — all agreeing that, in the 
face of outside pressure, the Labour 
Party Convention should fully sup- 
port the Government's firm policy 
Hine. However, there were different 
emphases, revealing basic differences 
between the various speakers. 

Avraham Ofer, ΜΙ, a self- 
declared moderate, took issue with 
Defence Minister Moshe Dayan, 
claiming that Mr. Dayan himself 
had in the past said that the in- 
creased Soviet military involvement 
in the region would have to be dealt 
with by the Americans. It was 
therefore not enough to say that 
we want only equipment from the 


US. 
NOISY PROTEST 


His remarks caused the first 
noisy protest in the otherwise quiet 
audience. 

Israel’s position in the world had 
been strengthened since Gahal quit 
the Government eight months ago, 
Mr. Ofer said. One should also re- 
cognize certain changes on the Arab 
side, although these represented only 
very small progress. The speakers 
claim that Sadat's readiness to make 
peace with Israel represented such 
a change, caused a renewed wave 
of protest shouts tn the hall. 


One could not have a Jewish State 
with a minority of a million Arabs, 
he declared. 

Benny Marshak, a leader of the 
Greater Land of Israel movement, 
said Egypt was now waging a war 
of political attrition which has to 
be fought with the same fitmness 
we displayed in the shooting war. 
The problem in a political war of 


attrition was that it also involves 
ς third party, such as Mr. Rogers 
and Mr. Sisco, and confrontation 
with such friends is more difficult.

Grawal after three hard-fought 
wars. Sadat’s and the Palestinians’ 
map was that of 1967 and 1947, he 
said, stressing that Israel's future 
map will be drawn by its soldiers 
and settlers and not by foreign 
politicians. 

CALL FOR SETTLEMENTS 

Other leaders of the Greater Land 
of Israel movement, such as Mra. 
Rahel Yanait Ber-Zvi, Aryeh Harel 
and Azarya Allon, urged the Gov- 
ernment to launch a broad settle- 
ment scheme in the administered 
areas and not waste time waiting 
for peace. Mr, AHon stressed that 
the Land of Israel idea was the 
heritage of the Labour Movement 
and was not a Gahal monopoly. 

Asher Meniv, of Kibbutz Ma’ayan 
Zvi, a former head of the Labour 
Party's Information Department 
known for his “dovish"” views; said 
Mr. Rogers should realize that it 
was because of his policy that even 
the moderates in Israel are giving 
their full support to the Guovern- 
ment's firm policy. 

Dantei Mayer, the veteran French 
Socialist, told the Convention that 
Israel should not despair in its 
struggle to win over public opinion 
in Western countries. He declared 
thet Israel provided a brilliant ex- 
ample of how to build humanitarian 
socialism in the kibbutz and the mo- 
shay, at a time when insome large 
countries the ideals of justice and 
socialism were poles apart. 

He believed that the day would 
come when the big powers would 
allow the peoples of the Middle East 
to coexist peacefully.

— Russian- 
born composer Igor Stravinsky, one 
of 20th-century music's revolutionary 
innovators, died at his New York 
home early yesterday of heart faflure 
at the age of 88. He had been dis- 
charged from hospital only ast 
Tuesday. 

His personal manager, Miss Lillian 
Libman, said he died at hig Fifth 
Avenue apartment after belong in 
hospital recently for lung congestion. 
She said Stravinsky would be buried 
with Russian Orthodox rites in the 
Russian corner of the Cemetery of 
San Michaele in Venice, a city he 
Ἰονοά. Miss Libman added that Stra- 
vinsky’s wife and his associate, 
Robert Craft, were at bis bedside 
when the composer died. 

One of the most revolutionary 
composers of all time, Stravinsky 
turned his back on the political con- 
vulsion in hig Russian homeland and 
eventually became an ‘American 
citizen. 


CREATED SENSATION 

Even before he left Russia at the 
start of the Bolshevik Revolution in 
1917, Stravinsky created ‘a sensation 
with his bailet “Le Sacre du Prin- 
temps” (The Rite of Spring). At 
the Paris premiere in 1913, the cam- 
poser was hissed and booed. Fist

He was first married in 1906 to his 
cousin, Catherine Nosenko, and they 
had four chijdren. After her death, 
he wed Vera de Bossett in 1940, 

‘He remained outside the Soviet 
Union after the 1917 Revolution and 
became a French citizen im 1934. 
Twelve years later, he vettied in the 
United States and became an Amer- 
jean citizen. Yet, Stravinsky's love 
for his uative Russia never waned. 
He returned there in 1962 and con- 
ducted some of his own works. Rus- 
stan audiences gave him an 
enthusiastic weltome and at the 
end of the visit Stravinsky said: “I 
em very giad to be an American, 
but I have great love for the coun- 
try where I wag born.” 


The first great influence on his- 


musical career was Russian com- 
poser Nicholas Rimsky-Korsakov 
(3844-1908) who taught him com- 
position,

“Tsrael has long and passionately 
Bought peace agreements with her 
neighbours. It would be a ghastly 
mistake, now that they are at last 
available, to say that they are 
worthless — andthatonly more ter- 
titory can provide security... 

“In the age of the jet plane and 
the rocket, what security can a few 
more kilometres of territory offer 
to & country the size of Israel?

Yost says that Israel is not to be 
asked to make a choice simply 
-between territory and agreement 
with the Arabs. She is being 
fered additionally guarantees by the 
U.N. and the Big Four powers. 
“These guarentees would in no 
sense be 2 substitute for an agree- 
ment between Arabs and Israelis, 
but would be an extremely signi- 
ficant supplement to such an apree- 
ment,” Yost writes. 

He continues: “Jt is. difficuk for

The German diplomat who was 
instrumental in saving the Danish 
Jewish commuuity from extermina- 
tion by the Nazis, Mr. Ferdinand 
Georg Duckwitz, was horoured as 
a “righteous Gentile” in a ceremony 
in the Yad Vashem Memorial Au- 
thority on Monday. He planted a 
tree in the Grove of Righteous Gen- 
tiles, and was awarded ἃ commemo- 
rative medal. 

Mr. Duckwitz served ag an at- 
tache &t the German Embassy in 
“Denmark during the war. In Sep- 
tember 1943, he intercepted ἃ cable 
ordering the transportation of Den- 
mark’s 7,000 Jews to their deaths 
in’ Germany. He alerted Denmarirs 
Social Democratic leaders, and 
within days, the entire community 
wes ferried across to Sweden and 
safety, 

At the ceremony on Monday, the 
Chairman of the Authority, Mr.
